_ 4 Preparations for translation and print- 
ing, in x greater or less degree of forward- 
hess, are made in thirteen additional lan- 
guages, 

5. Tothese may be added the seven 
languages in which the New Testament 
has been printed, or is printing, at Seram- 
pore, on account of the Calcutta Auxiliary 
Bible Society, which will make the whole 
number forty-four. 

Among those languages into which the 
whole New Testament has been printed, 
we mentioned the Chinese; a tongue 
which has always becn deemed pecdliarly 
difficUlt to acquire, and which nowhing pro- 
bably but the leve uf Christ and of souls 
would have enabled men to conquer.— 
Within a very few days, further intelli- 
gence has been received; and we have 

bow the pleasure to announce, that the 
whole Old Testament is completely trans- 
lated ; and, afier eleven years of vigorous 
and successful application, shree hundred 
millions of our tellow immortals have a 
version of the whole word of God prepared 
in their own tongue, wherein they were 
bern.

‘Thompson, which may give usa general 
idea of the manner in which the New Tes- 
tament is perused and understood by many 
who make no public profession’of Chris- 
uanity. 

«“ Having been induced,” says Mr. 
Thompson, “to visit an aged Gosace (a 
sect aniong the Hindoos) residing in Pat- 
na, he made. such serious, frequent, and 
apt alfusions, in the course of our conver- 
sation, to the words of Jesus Christ, to the 
Acts of the Apostles, and to the Epistles, 
as rejoiced my very heart ; and convinced 
me, that, if he did not really believe in 
Christ, he had a good theoretical know- 
ledge of Revelation, although he had never 
consulted a single Christian on the sub- 
ject. I discovered, at length, that for 
thirty years, the old man had entertained 
doubts relative to the Hindoo system; and 
that, about four years ago, one of his nu- 
-tmerous disciples brought him a copy of the 
Hindee New Testament, which I had giv- 
enhim. This book came most opportune- 
ly to his help. He received it as an mva- 
luable prize, even as the gift of God, and 
was not satisfied till he had read it quite 
through ; then, wishing to teach his disci- 
ples a more perfect way, he regularly read 
and discoursed from the words of Christ to 
from. ten to seventy of them. Same of 
these, after atime, said to him, ‘ Father; 
you wish to wean our minds from our 
‘Shasters: we cannot regard what you 
say, or we sha!l be turned out of our caste. 
Unhappily, this hint had some effect. - 
perceived he was loth to forego the world’s 
applause, by resigning his Gosaceship, 
and sitting as an humble disciple at the 
feet of Jesus; and was constrained to ap- 
ply to him our Lord’s expression, How can 
ye believe, who receive honor one of ano- 
ther, and seek not the honor which com- 
eth from God only ?” 

It will not escape. observation, that tho’ 
the reluctance discovered by this man to 
act upon the self-denying principles of the 
‘Gospel is deeply to be regretted, yet that. 
this circumstance itself leaves his testimo- 
ny to the intelligibleness of the transiation 
free from all suspicion of partiality.

‘ I have had a whole year of health, and 
I now | ope that my constitution has, in a 
very considerable degree, assimilated it+ 
self to the climate of this country, and that 
it will please the great Head of the Church 
whom I desire to serve to the end of my 
days, to give me many fears of health for 
his work. The last has heen betier to me 
than any formecrone, f have been enabled 
to enter fully into my labors. We are out 
every day among the people, who are evi- 
dently more disposed to Make inquirivs 
after the truth. I have lately had conver- 
sation with some singularly interesting 
ShAGATS* fo,” é ? by ia- 
terrogating them independently of the 
questions imtheit catechisms, we obtain 
satisfactory evidence; that they make an 
actual progress in the Knowledge of divine 
things. Our principal school is in the ve- 
ry heart of the town, and open to every 
person wlio passes by. The novelty of 
catechising the children, and the prompti- 
tode of their answers, never fail w bring 
numbers to bear them, and the questions 
give a serief of subjects for inquity and 
conversation. We have laicly added a 
third catechism, partly in the manner of 
the Assembly’s. In this way both the youth 
and those of advanced life hear and learn. 
The translation of the scriptures into their 
language will be, [ trust, of eternal benefit 
tothis people. We hope soon to have all 
the New-Testament in their hands. 
Having some time ago heard that a 
number of persons at Chicacole, a town 
situated about sixty miles to the northward 
of this, bad through the influence of one 
man, torn the Linghem* from their arms 
and deserted the Pagoda, ! went over to 
Chicacole, and, upon inquity, found that 
this procedure had been thé result of seri- 
ous deliberation, from their knowledge, as 
they stated, of the inability of the Lingam 
to afford them any assistance.—U pon ask~- 
ing how they came to act in this way, they

Baptism of Old Simeon. 

On the Tuesday evening before we left 
High Krall, we. beard an old man of 90 


years of age engage in prayer. You can | 


hardly conceive how affecting it was to 
hear him express his thankfulness to God, 
for sending the Gospel to bis nation in his 
days, and especially for making it effectual 
to his own conversion. : 
In his youthful days he was the leader in 
every kind of iviquity. He was also a 
great elephant and buffalo hunter, and of- 
ten had very narrow escapes from the jaws 
ofdeath. Once, he fell under an elephant, 


the enraged animal doing its utmost to | 


crush him to death, but he escaped he 
knows net how. At another period, he was 
tossed by a buffalo several times; by which 
he was severely bruised, after which, the 
animal fell upon him, but the same secret 
and Almighty hand, snatched him from the 
power of this ferocious creature, he being 
no doubt ‘a chosen vessel,’ Sbhoueb abe 
time for bis bein aun time to all 
appetrancewede Every preparation was 
made for his. funcral. He wag carried to 
the place of interment, and let down into 
the grave, but as they were beginning to 
throw the carth upon him, he-revived, and 
was carricd home. 

When Brother Pacalt came, and he had 
heard him a second time, he. went home 
rejoicing and shouting, saying, that the 
Lord had raised him from the dead three 
times, that he might hear the word of God, 
and believe in Jesus Christ, before he died 
the fourth time. 

Last New year’s day, Brother P. baptiz- 
ed him, and gave him the name of Simeon, 
alluding to old Simeon, who took our Sa- 
viour in his arms, saying, *‘ Now lettest 
thou, &c.’ Mr. P. told us, that it was im- 
possible to describe the joy which filled 
the old man’s heart, abd so invigorated his 
weak frame that he seemed as lively as a 
youth ; * Now I am willing,’ said he, to 
die ; yes-i would rather die than live, that 
I may go and live for ever with my good 
and. precious.

CHRISTIAN PHILOSOPHY. 

















The whole world of nature, no less than 
those of grace and of glory, is under the 
absolute dominion and the never-ceasing 
direction of God. Every wind that blows, 
is of his breathing; and every dro p,wheth- 
er fluid or condensed, that falls from the 
sky, is of his sending. At this very time, 
must the adoring nations confess, that he 
giveth snow like wool; he scattereth the 
hoar frost, like ashes ; he casteth forth his 
ice, like morsels: who can stand before 
his cold? Psalm cxlvii,16,17. He saith to 
the snow,be thou onthe carth: likewise to 
the small rain, and to the great rain of his 
strength. Job xxxvii, 6. 

Let the same question be put to my rea- 
ders, which speaking Omnipotence once 
put to Job, (chap. xxxviii, 22.) “ Hast thou 
entered into the treasures of snow ?” Hast 
thou considered its nature, its properties, 
and its uses? 

Dew, mist, rain, hail, and clouds, are no 
more than coalitions of watery vapors, 
which have been partly forced towards the 
surface of our terraqueous globe, by the 
latent fires with which its bowels are 
fraught : and partly drawn up from it, by 
the insinuating, attractive agency of the 
sun. The humid particles, thus~exhaled, 
naturally ascend ; as being, in their un- 
combined state, lighter than the surround- 
ing air: and persist to soar, until they ar- 
rive at a fegion of the atmosphere, where 
their flighs is stopped by other preceding 
vapors, already exhaled, and condensed 
into clouds. Thus arrested and detained, 
they unite (like co-alescing spherules of 
quicksilver,or like the contracting globules 
of water in a containing vessel) into float- 
ing masses ; and remain in a state of lite- 
ral suspense and fluctuation, until, by ac- 
cumulated compression, and by their own 
collected weight, they become specifically 
heavier than the sustaining air, and fall in 
larger or smaller drops to the earth and 
ocean from whencethey sprung. Striking 
representation of man, in his best estate of | 
moral excellence ! Are you rich, or exalt- 
ed, or prosperous, or gay ? remember,that 
you are under as absolute obligation to 
Providence for these glittering distinctions, 
as a rising vapor is indebted, for its transi- 
tory elevation, to the action of the solar 
beams. And, vapor like, you too must 
fall, after having hovered your few destined 
moments : for, dust thou art, and unto dust 
shalt thou return. An inspired pen has 
both started and resolved the question: 
What is your life? It is even a vapor that 
appeareth for a little time,and then vanish- 
eth away. James iv, 14. If so,

When the watery treasures of the: sky 
descend to their native earth, more like | 
respectful visitants, than like rude invad- | 
ers, that is, in moderate quantities, and 
with not too impetuous force, we call them 
showers. When they greatly exceed in 
those two particulars, we give them the 
hostile name of storms. Thus the human 
passions, if rectified and regulated by su- 
pernatural grace, are instruments of hap- 
piness, and productive of the most benefi- 
cial effects. But, if unrestrained by Provi- 
dence, and unrefined by the Holy Ghost, 
they operate like the deadly Egyptian tem- 
pest, which smote both man and beast, and 
destroyed cvery herb, and brake all the 
trees of the field.

Under such spiritual 
declension, our comforts are chilled, and 
our graces benumbed : until a fresh rising 
of the Sun of righteousness upon our souls 
dissolves the moral frost, and again warms 
us into the meltings of penitential love. —

SELECTIONS 
FROM LATE LONDON MAGAZINES. 


AMBOYNA, 
And the Molucca, or Shice Islands. 

Letters from the Rev. Mr. Kam, dated 
Dec. and Jan. last, give a pleasing ac- 
count of the success which appears to have 
attended his labors. 

In September last, he visited the island 
of Harucko, where he found the people ve- 
ry desirous of hearing the Gospel. A great 
nun%®er whom he baptized on his last 
visit, have become communicants at the 
table of the Lord. 

He then went to the island of Seram ; 
and visited Kajubob0, a populous village, 
which he calls a Negery, the people of 
which appeared eagerly to hunger and 
thirst after righteousness. 

A few minutes after he reached another 
Negery, called Xamaia, a dreadful earth- 
quake took place accompanied with an aw- 
ful noise in the adjacent mountain ; he cs- 
caped considerable danger from the sea, 
which was much agitated by the earthquake 
when he was landing. 

At another Negery, caHed Rumakajo, 
he saw many of the wild inhabitants of the 
mountain—the A}vours; these people go 
naked, but they carry a long lance of iron 
wood, whereby they can kill men at a dis- 
tance ; they also carry with them a large 
knife, to take off the head of an enemy, for 
the purpose of adorning their houses, for 
they are not allowed to marry unless they 
can produce the head of a man whom they 
have killed. 

Before Mr. Kam left Seram, a person 
came to him from Vulaliwu, a plact north 
of Karuko,containing about400 inhabitants, 4 
deputed by them to entreat him to come 
and preach the Gospel to them. It ap- 
pears, that in former times they were pro- 
fessedly Christian; but having long since 
been conquered by their Mohamedan and 
other neighbors, who burnt down their 
church and destroyed their Bibles, they 
have lived in a wretched state of ignorant 
Here he was received gladly, 
and staid with them three days, preaching 
the word with great liberty and power. 
The people, previously to his arrival, 
brought out their idols,and burnt them 
with fire; they also burnt down their 
houses of worship erected to the devil. A 
formal testimony of the truth of the whole 
wassent by them tothe Governor, The 
value of the idols destroyed was very con- 
siderable.* 

¢ Before I left this place,’ says Mr. Kam, 
‘at the evening service, I preaced from 1 
Cor. vi. 11. * And such were some of 
you,’ &c. Many shed tears of joy when., 
hearing the blessed news of the Gospel ; 
and after the service, many came to shake 
hands with me, promising to be faithful 
te Christ and his word. I promised to 
send the sermon to them, as there is a per- 
son among them, whe is inclined to be use- 
ful in reading to them, &c. 

‘From thence,’ he adds, ¢ I went to the 
island of Safaruwa. Before I reached the 
shore, a great number of people were col- 
lected on it, singing psalms, expressive of 
their gratitude for my visit. This Negery 
consists of upwards of 1400 people. In 
this island many of the poor heathen have 
received Christ by faith. Some were in- 
troduced to me by their own masters, to 
signify their willingness that they might 
be baptized. But here isa great want of 
Bibles, and other religious books, for their 
farther instruction. On this account I 
have been obliged to send a copy of a use- 
ful catechism in the Malay tongue, to be 
printed in Batavia. I have ordered 10,000 
copies of it, as the population of Christians 
and of Mahometans who have lately em- 
braced Christianity, is so very great.’ 

Mr. Kam feelingly laments his want of 
Malay Bibles, having received but 400 


* Ina letter from the Chief of this te Mr. 
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copies from the Calcutta Society ; we re- 
jeice, however, that very large editions 
of the Malay Scriptures, both in the 
Arabic and the Roman characters, are pre- 
paring with all ible dispatch by the 
British and Foreign Bible Society. Such 
is the present scarcity of Bibles, that one | 
was lately sold by auction for 8/. Mr.Kam 
needs at least 20,000 cupies for the supply 
of the people in Amboyna, &c. &c. " 

In October last, Mr. K. visited the isl- 
and of Nusalout, where he found seven 
Negeries much inclined to hear the Gos- 
pel. They have received a considerable 
number of written sermons, which Mr. 
Kam has sent them, and which, he says, is. 
almost the only spiritual food he is able to 
provide forthem. This is the state of ma- 
ny other places in the Molucca Islands, so 
that he is obliged to employ two persons at 
his own house totranscribe his sermons 
for their use, one in the Malay tongue, 
and one inthe Dutch. This method God 
hath been pleased greatly to bless, for Mr. 
K. foundte several places, that the Spirit 
of God had been influencing the hearts of 
many, to bring them to repentance for sin, 
and faith in our Lord Jesus Christ. Ma- 
ny striking expgessions of the pcople, he 
observes, might faye been transmitted to 
us, but his time would not’ allow him to 
transcribe them for, says he, ‘I am o- 
bliged to write almost al] day and night, 
chiefly in the Melay language, to provide 
for those dear people at a distance.’ 

‘ After Fleft theisland of Wusalout, I 
came tothe Negery of 4boro, in Karuko, 
where, as I informed you, they have burnt 
their idols and devils houses. It was very 
inconvenient to visit this place in my jour- 
ney ; yet my desire to be there overcame 
all objections. And there I obtained great 
satisfaction, for the reality of their repen- 
tance from all evil things was as clear as 
the dayiight- Several faithful Chistians 
from the other Negerics accompanied me, 
witnessing with great joy what glorious 
things the Lord hath done.’ 

‘I preached frequently to them with 
much liberty from Luke the 15th, Joho the 
loth, &c. The joy and gratitude of the 
people was as great,as if an ange! had 
come down to them from heaven with the 
glorious news of salvation. 

‘I visited also several Negeries in the 
south part of the island of Amboyna, and 
returned home on the Sth of Decemher, to 
celebrate the Christmas festival.’ 

Mr. Kam is erecting in Amboynaa new 
church for the separate use of the slaves, 
towards which, in a former letter, he had 
intimated his wish for pecuniary assistance 
from the Missionary Society ; ‘but now,’ 
he says, ‘I think I shallnot require your 
assistance ; for the very same people who 
have been destroying their idols and their 
devils’ houses, are about to cut down tim- 
ber in the forest for building this place of 
worship.’ Mr. K. has sent the Directors 
the plan of it, whieh is very respectable.

NOVA SCOTIA, 
CIVILIZATION OF INDIANS. 

The praiseworthy efforts of Mr. Brom- 
ley, in behalf of the Acadian School for ! 
poor children in Halifax,and of the Indians 
in the vicinity, appear to be successful.— 
The new Governor, Earl Dalhousie, after 
the example of his predecessor, Sir Jobn 
Sherbrooke,patronizes the benevolent mea- 
sures of Mr. Bromley, and is dispused ‘to 
promote, in the most generous manner,the 
civilization of that long neglected people. 

In a letter fromMr.Bromicy to his friend 
Mr. Collins, having mentioned his visit last 
Christmas to the Indian Tribe on the Shu- 
bonnaccadie, he says, 

‘ The object of my visit was not only to 
stimulate the Indians to increased industry, 
but to ascertain their sentiments in a for- 
mai manner,according to their ancient cus- 
tom on such occasions; and I have not 
been disappointed. The Chief and his 
people received me with kindness in a 
commodious wigwam made of the birch ‘ 
bark, large enough to contain 30 people, 
and so comfortable as to render it a most 
desirable habitation. The Indians appear- 
ed clean and comfortable, and each of their 
countenances bespoke attachment to me.— 
The most elegant seats—three skins of the 
carraboo, or rein-deer, which the Chief had 
killed inthe chase about 3 weeks before, 
were spread on the ground for myself and 
two farmers, who accompanied me to the 
camp,which was in the middle of the woods. 

_‘ Having made known the abject of my 
visit, during which.a dead silence prevail- 
ed,the conversation became general ; when, 
at length, the Chief informed me that the 
Judge (an eldéP @he'Sat on his right) was 
prepared to adde¢ss me,- which he did in
